Says Young People Dance and Play 


Cards Because They Follow 


Lines of Least Resistance. 


It is high time that the church 
was studying life and outlining a 
program for boys and girls, young 
people 
and men and women. This 
is the task of the church right now, 
according to O. L. Cook *of Indiana­ 
polis who made the chief address at 
the closing meeting of the county 
conference of Christian churches at 
the Main Street 
church 
Thursday 
night. The next meeting will he held 
here. 


The meeting was perhaps the best 
in the history of county 
meetings. 
The interest was exceptionally good 
and 
the 
attendance 
large. 
Mr. 
Cook classed it as one of the best 
if not the best county 
conference 
which has been held this year, and 
there have been 
four 
each 
week 
since the first of January. Mr. Cook 
is superintendent 
of 
the 
Sunday 
school work in the state. 
“ The reporta have been so com­ 
plete, the churches ho well represen­ 
ted and so many have heen interest­ 
ed that the 
conference 
is 
really 
worth while,” he declared. 
He said that in the past the work 
of the church had been altogether 
with the adults. 
This is emplified 
by the church architecture, he con­ 
tinued, because the idea has pre­ 
vailed that all that was needed was 
A room a platform and some pews. 
Some changes are being undergone, 
he said, until the semi-modern per­ 
iod has been reached where the av­ 
erage church now adds a room for 
the Sunday school. 
“ We know boys and girls learn 
very little through their sense of 
hearing, yet we insist on preaching 
to them and teaching them, often­ 
times, unattractive Sunday 
school 
lessons of the ungraded sort,” he 
continued. 
“ The 
young 
person 
learns through the sense of seeing 
and doing things for themselves. 
“ The prevailing type in the church 
is the revival. 
It is regarded as a 
cure-all for a run-down church. L a ­ 
ter day activities have brought in 
special workers among the Sunday 
school children and often the evan­ 
gelist makes a direct appeal to them. 
“ But reverting to 
church 
archi­ 
tecture, if the church had the child 
in mind when constructing the build­ 
ing, why should not the 
pews 
be 
graded f 
Did you ever see a church 
with pews for 
children 
down 
in 


front?” 
He paused a moment to let that 
thought sink in. Of course, no one 
had ever seen a church so construc­ 
ted. 
M r. Cook that described the 
discomfiture of small children sit­ 
ting in big pews. If they sit far out 
so that legs will swing down, they 
can’t lean back. 
If they lean back, 
their legs are sticking straight out. 
He wanted

how 
many 
adults would care to sit through a 
service either way. 
He 
said 
the 
pews were for standard sized adults 
and if there were ever any under 
size, they generally grouped them­ 
selves about some place where there 
CoBtlBM* OB 7 U *.

Oss inning, N. Y., Feb. 18.— ITans 
Schmidt today paid the death penal­ 
ty’ for the murder of Anna Aumuller. 
The unfrocked priest, was executed 
in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing 
prison at dawn. 
Schmidt was giv­ 
en three contracts of 
1,800 
volts. 
The first was at 5:51 and 
he 
was 
% 
pronouneed dead at 5:59. 


Schmidt’s crime consisted of cut­ 
ting to pieces the body of the wo­ 
man with whom he had been living 
and casting it into the East river. 


The doomed man 
strode 
boldly 
ahead of his attendants as he ap­ 
proached the <*hair. 
Then turning 
abruptljT lie addressed the witness­ 
es in sharp tones in a last farewell 
to his mother in Germany. 


“ Please give my mother my last 
wishes,” he said. 
“ It is for her.” 
Schmidt then quietly closed 
his 
eyes and died calmly. 
Schmidt is the man who told his 
attornej’ he wanted to die 
in 
the 
electric chair in the hope that his 
innocence would afterward be es­ 
tablished and 
capital 
punishment 
thereby would be stopped. 
It was on Sept. 5, 1913, that the 
tipper part of Anna Aumueller’s dis­ 
membered body was found 
in 
the 
river off Woodeliff, N. J. 
Ten days 
afterward, by persistent 
work 
on 
i;he part of Police Inspector Faurot 
he mystery was solved to the sat­ 
isfaction of the puiiee. 
The body was identified as that of 
a former servant in the rectory of 
St. Boniface’s church, and Schmidt 
who for three years had been per­ 
forming the functions of a priest in 
New York, was arrested in the rec­ 
tory of St. Joseph’s church. 
On the day of 
his 
arrest 
the 
priest 
made a 
full confession, in 
which lie admitted that he killed the 
girl and cut her 
body 
into 
nine 
pieces. 
His statements on that oc­ 
casion were so startling 
that 
his 
sanity was questioned, and 
experts 
were called by the state. 
A month 
later they pronounced him sane and 
shamming insanity. 
Four alienists 
were then called by the defense. Af*» 
ter several examinations they went 
on the stand at his two trials, the 
one in 
December, 
1913, 
and 
the 
other in February, 1914, and swore 
that he was incurably insane. 
At the first trial two of the jurors 
held that he was insane and a dis­ 
agreement resulted.

wrong!*’ And too often they aid and 
bet*their country in doing wrong.

qualities of a nation’s men and wo­ 
men. It regards the nation as the 
sum of all the gentlemen in it, and

New York , Feb. 18 .—“How long 
do y ou think the war will last.” 


After the u su al polite and more or 
less perfu nctory inq u iries as to the 
state of his health and what sort of 
a trip he had, 
ju dging 
from the 
writer's personal ex perience and ob­ 
serv ations in the last few hou rs, this 
is-the first seriou s q u estion fired at 
ev ery American retu rning from Eu ­ 
rope by ev ery one he meets. 
Anticipating some 
su ch inq u isi­ 
tion, and in order to gu ide him ' in 
forming an opinion, the writer had 
ask ed the same q u estion of a lot of 
folk in England ju st before sailing 
on the Baltic for New York . 
It re­ 
ceiv ed almost as great a v ariety of 
replies as the nu mber of Britishers 
interrogated—that is, 
as to time. 


They ranged all the way from six 
week s to six y ears. 
Bu t in their real essence all were 
alik e. 
“Until Germany giv es u p!” 
was the u nanimou s v erdict. 
They ’re telling a good story now 
in London abou t the way premier 
Asq u ith is said 
to hav e 
answered 
this q u estion 
at 
a recent 
social 
gathering. ' British cabinet members 
hav e become so u sed 
to parry ing 
u ncomfortable or pu zzlingq u eries on 
the floor of the Hou se of Commons 
since the war began that they often, 
u nconsciou sly 
carry 
their parlia­ 
mentary armament into the draw­ 
ing-room. 
“How long do y ou think the war 
wiil last, Mr. Asq u ith?” inq u ired a 
fellow gu est. 
“I wou ld hav e 
mu ch 
preferred 
that the honorable gentleman 
had 
giv en me prev iou s 
notice 
of this 
q u estion,” replied the Prime Minis­ 
ter in hs most u nctiou s on-the-car- 
pet tone, “bu t since he insists u pon 
an immediate and ex plicit reply , I 
will say that the answer is in 
the 
negativ e.” 
Althou gh the head of the British 
administration can’t 
be persu aded 
to hazard a time gu ess on the du ra­ 
tion of the war, both his pu blic and 
his priv ate u tterances on the su b­ 
ject in recent week s leav e no dou bt 
that he stands with ev ery other Bri­ 
tisher whose opinion is at all worth 
considering, in the 
manifestly sin­ 
cere and honest belief that the war 
will go on u ntil Germany agrees to 
peace on the terms of the Allies. 
Mak e no mistak e abou t it, the Al­ 
lies are ou t 
to 
win. 
They 
were 
nev er so determined or so u nited as 
they are today . 
That 
the 
recent 
“made in Germany ” stories of lik e­ 
lihood of an early separate peace 


with Ru ssia, or France, or England, 
are absolu tely withou t fou ndation I 
am firmly 
conv inced. 
Ev en in the 
ev ent of the remote possibility that 
one or more of the allies might be 
persu aded to enter 
into 
separate 
peace negotiations with the Central 
Powers, England wou ld go right on 
fighting. 


It wou ld be most 
difficu lt 
for 
any one who has liv ed in the British 
atmosphere since 
before 
the 
war 
started and has watched the grad­ 
u al alteration of 
the English 
na­ 
tional spirit from airy cock su reness 
throu gh su ccessiv e stages of bewil­ 
derment, hu miliation, 
and 
lesson- 
learning, 
into 
one 
of 
relentless 
bu ll-dog tenacity of pu rpose, to ar­ 
riv e at any other conclu sion. 
Despite all the mu ddling 
of the 
past eighteen months— the military 
miscalcu lations, 
the 
diplomatic 
blu nders, the political u nheav als the 
indu strial 
tu rmoils—the 
av erage 
Britisher has not only , nev er des­ 
paired, he has nev er had any real 
dou bt 
as to 
the ou tcome of 
the 
stru ggle. 
The more recent misfor­ 
tu nes—the loss 
of 
Bu lgaria, 
the 
obliteration of Serbia and Montene­ 
gro, the failu res in Gallipoli, and the 
trou bles in Mesopotamia he has re­ 
garded as mere episodes, u npleas­ 
ant it is tru e, bu t withou t any ef­ 
fect ex cept possibly to retard 
tri­ 
u mph of the allies.

The fanner who wihes to sell his 
products by parcel post, and the 
housewife who wishes to use this 
method of securing country produce 
for her table, will find many useful 
points in 
Fanners’ 
Bulletin 
703, 
“ Suggestions for Parcel Post Mar­ 
keting.” 
This bulletiu, in 
addition 
to ex plaining the postal rates and 
measurement limits for parcel post 
matter, discusses in some detail the 
types of containers which are most 
successful and the methods of gra­ 
ding and packing produce, so that it 
will reach the 
consumer 
in 
good 
condition, and be attractive in qual­ 
ity 
and 
appearance. 
In 
treating 
standards for 
parcel 
post 
ship­ 
ments, the bulletin tells how to se­ 
lect, handle and pack poultry, and 
how to grade and pack the various 
fruits and vegetables which the av­ 
erage farmer is 
likely 
to 
market 
through the post office. 
The bulletin points out that one 
of the comonin obstacles 
to estab­ 
lishing parcel post 
communication 
between farmer and 
consumer is 
that the farmer may be unwilling to 
offer goods at a price which attracts 
the consumer, or that the consumer 
may offer a price 
lower than 
the

“ Not only must the fanner have

In determining what the price 
shall be, both the farm price and 
the retail price paid by the consum­ 
er when lie markets in the ordinary 
way should be taken into considera­ 
tion.

grade usually purchased 
at . some 
concession in price. 
“ It is probable 
that 
the 
point 
which make the strongest appeal to 
'the average consumer is that he can 
secure by parcel 
post

fresher, 
brighter, more attractive, and thus 
possibly a better product than he 
can obtain otherwise. 
“ The average producer, as a rule, 
does not realize the importance of 
appearance as a factor in selling 
goods and frequently is careless and 
indifferent in preparing produce for 
market. 
The 
consumer, 
on 
the 
other hand, relies very largely upon 
appearance in selecting food sup­ 
plies, and unattractive articles are 
passed by promptly. 
“ A personal acquaintance should 
be established between producer and 
consumer, 
when 
they 
come 
into 
business contact. 
This will help a 
great deal in furthering parcel post 
marketing, arid also will eliminate 
many 
of 
the 
misunderstandings 
which may occur from time to time. 
A definite understanding should ex ­ 
ist as to the duties of each in re 
gard 
to 
remittances,

damaged or spoiled 
produce,

the preservation and return of con 
tamers.”

fate 
of the Keating-Owen b ill, excluding 
from interstate commerce the pro­ 
ducts made b y child lab or, now lies 
with the Senate committee on Lab or 
and Education, 
headed b y Senator 
Hoke Smith of Georgia. 
Friends of 
child lab or are seeking to force a 
report on the b ill. 
If the Bill is b rought to the Sen­ 
ate floor early in the session, they 
say, it will b e impossib le to talk it 
to death. 
The b ill, which has the 
endorsement 
of 
the 
National 
Child Lab or association, was pass­ 
ed b y an ov erwhelming v ote in the 
House, where opposition to it was 
led b y certain southern Democrats 
who cling to the old 
state 
rights 
theory which resents interference in 
local affairs b y the federal gov ern­ 
ment. 
Exactly 46 v otes were 
cast 
against the b ill, chiefly the v otes 
of representativ es from North 
and 
South Carolina, 
Georgia 
and Ala­ 
b ama, where child lab or issued in 
cotton mills. 
Many of the younger 
southern Democrats howev er, went 
contrary to the 
state rights doc­ 
trine and v oted with the majority. 
Incidentally the passage of the b ill 
a striking commentary on how 
tutionality 
of legislating 
against 
opinion has changed on the consti- 
cliild lab or 
under the 
interstate 
commerce 
clause of the constitu­ 
tion. 
In 1907 the House Judiciary com­ 
mittee, including in its memb ership 
Charles E. Littlefield, Dav id A. De 
Armond 
and 
other 
lawyers, 
decided unanimously that the ju r­ 
isdiction ov er child lab or falls un­ 
der the police powers of the state 
and not under the commerce clause. 
When the v ote on the Keating-Owen 
b ill was taken, one 
lone 
northern 
Repub lican, Richard Wayne Parker 
of New Jersey, v oted 
in the nega­ 
tiv e. 
Parker is one of the men who 
signed the 1907 report 
denying the 
right of Congress to - * 
The b ill prohib its employment in 
mine or quarry of children 
under 
16 years of age, 
and in 
factories 
and canneries of children under 14. 
Furthermore, children 
b etween 14 
and 16 years of age, working in 
factories, must 
ob serv e 
the eight 
hour law.

New York, Feb. 18.—"How Jong 


do you think the war will last." 


After the usual polite and more or 


less perfunctory inquiries as to the 
state of his health and what sort of 
a trip he had, judging 
from the 


writer's personal experience and ob- 
servations in the last few hours, this 
is-the first serious question fired at 
every American returning from Eu- 
rope by everyone he meets. 


Anticipating some 
such inquisi- 


tion, and in order to guide him ' in 
forming an opinion, the writer had 
asked the same question of a lot of 
folk in England just before sailing 
on the Baltic for New York. It re- 
ceived almost as great a variety of 
replies as the number of Britishers 
interrogated—that is, as to time. 


They ranged all the way from six 
weeks to six year*. 


But in their real essence all were 


alike. 
''Until Germany gives up! 


was the unanimous verdict. 


They're telling a good story now 


in London about the way premier 
Asquith is said 
to have answered 


this question 
at 
a recent 
social 


gathering. 
British cabinet members 


have become so used 
to parrying 


uncomfortable or puzzling queries on 
the floor of the House of Commons 
since the war began that they often, 
unconsciously 
carry 
their parlia- 


mentary armament into the draw- 
ing-room. 


"How long do you think the war 


wiil last, Mr. Asquith?" inquired a 
fellow guest. 


"I would have 
much preferred 


that the honorable gentleman 
had 


given me previous 
notice 
of this 


question," replied the Prime Minis- 
ter in hs most unctions on-the-car- 
pet tone, "but since he insists upon 
an immediate and explicit reply, I 
will say that the answer is in 
the 


negative." 


Although the head of the British 


administration can't 
be persuaded 


to hazard a time guess on the dura- 
tion of the war, both his public and 
his private utterances on the sub- 
ject in recent weeks leave no doubt 
that he stands -with every other Bri- 
isher whose opinion is at all worth 
considering, in the 
manifestly sin- 


'ere and honest belief that the war 
will go on until Germany agrees to 
peace on the terms of the Allies. 


Make no mistake about it, the Al- 


ies are out 
to win. They 
were 


never so determined or so united as 
they are today. 
That 
the 
recent 


"made in Germany" stories of like- 
lihood of an early separate peace 


with Russia, or France, or England, 
are absolutely without foundation I 
am firmly convinced. Even in the 
event of the remote possibility that 
one or more of the allies might be 
persuaded to enter 
into 
separate 


peace negotiations with the Central 
Powers, England would go right on 
fighting. 


It would be most 
difficult 
for 


anyone who has lived in the British 
atmosphere since before 
the war 


started and has watched the grad- 
ual alteration of 
the English 
na- 


tional spirit from airy cocksureness 
through successive stages of bewil- 
derment, humiliation, and 
lesson- 


learning, 
into 
one 
of 
relentless 


bull-dog tenacity of purpose, to ar- 
rive at any other conclusion. 


Despite all the muddling 
of the 


past eighteen months— the military 
miscalculations, 
the 
diplomatic 


blunders, the political unheavals the 
industrial 
turmoils—the 
average 


Britisher has not only 
never des- 


paired, he has never had any real 
doubt 
as to 
the outcome of 
the 


struggle. 
The more recent misfor- 


tunes—the loss 
of 
Bulgaria, 
the 


obliteration of Serbia and Montene- 
gro, the failures in Gallipoli, and the 
troubles in Mesopotamia he has re- 
garded as mere episodes, unpleas- 
ant it is true, but without any ef- 
fect except possibly to retard tri- 
umph of the allies.

were $36,000,000 greater than for 
the first ten months of 1914, both 
under the Democratic tariff law, yet 
they were $8,000,000 less than for 
the first ten months of 1913, nine 
months of which was under the Re- 
publican tariff law, despite the fact 
that European markets were largely 
cut off. thus 
causing 
the 
South 


American republics to look to 
the 


United States to supply deficiencies. 


On the other hand, imports from 


South America for 
the 
first 
ten 


months of 1915 were $60,000,000 
greater than for the first ten months 
of 1914, both periods under Demo- 
cratic 
tariff, 
and 
$106,000,000 


greater for the first ten months of 
1915 than for the first ten months 
of 1913, under a Republican tariff. 


The balance of trade against us 


for the first ten months of 1913. Re- 
publican law, was $30,000.000. 
For 


the first ten months of 1914 it wa- 
$113.500.000, and for the first ten 
months of 1915 it rose to $143,000,- 
000.
